The closest prior art known to the Examiner is cited in the previous Office Action. 
Smesny does not teach or suggest measuring pressure with a pressure measurement 
device that includes a capacitor and a capacitance measurement unit electrically 
coupled to the capacitor. Smesny instead suggests that sensors may be implemented to 
measure pressure conditions on a semiconductor, wherein the pressure sensors may 
comprise transducers that include resistive circuits. Fisher suggests that separately 
formed sensors are not suitable for use in wafers that incorporate additional conversion 
and processing circuitry for the pressure measurements. As argued by Applicants' 
"because Fisher only teaches the use of capacitative pressure sensors that are 
separately fabricated, the resulting teaching of Fisher is that capacitive pressure 
sensors are not suitable for wafers that include other circuitry that assists in obtaining or 
processing the measured pressure information. Because Smesny teaches a circuit that 
employs such other circuitry, including a signal conditioning circuit and a processor, 
Fisher would only suggest, if anything, the use of integrally formed, non-capacitive 
sensors, and not separately fabricated capacitive sensors. " Therefore, there is no 
motivation, except impermissible hindsight, to combine the two references, and the 
claims at hand are allowable over the cited prior art.
